‘TOLD BY SNOOK’S SON. 

' New York, March 23.—The inside 
| story of the spy system, installed by

federal prisons, was told today, as 
‘far as the Atlanta penitentiary is in- 
i volved, by John C. Snook, son of John 
| W. Snook, the Atlanta warden. _ 
i The son, who is an artist, lives in 
{this city, but for two summers acted 
‘as record clerk in Atlanta, a position 
‘he was enabled to fill, due his 
‘knowledge of finger printing and 
other technical matters of prison rou- 
‘tine gained under his fathers tu 
telage. 

He was Atlanta when the two 
_department of justice agents were 
committed under the names of Thomas | 
Montana and Veter Hanson, osten-j| 
sibly from Cincinnati and Detroit. | 

“T don’t know the exact reason for} 
the differences which arose between | 
‘my father and Mrs. Willebrandt,” |

“They were formerly very friendly. 
However, I have been told that the

As the result of a survey of data 
from governmental and _ private 
sources, Lawrence Stern & company, 


investment bankers of Chicago and 
New York, tonight estimated that ap- 
proximately 41 per cent of the indi- 
vidual wealth of the country is con- 
troled by women. 

One statistician, said the report. 
figured out that if women continued 
their present rate of financial ascend- 
ency, all the wealth of the country 
would be in feminine hands by the 
year 2035. 

Women, it was estimated, are to- 
day benificiaries of SO per cent of 
the $95,000,000,000 of life insurance 
policies in force in the United States, 
pay taxes on more than $3,250,000.- 
000 of individual income annually, 
comprise the actual majority of stock- 
holders in some of the largest corpora- 
tions, constitute from 35 to 40 per 
cent of investment bond house cus- 
tomers, receive 70 per cent of tie 
estates left by men and 64 per cent 
of the estates left by other women. 

About 8,500,000 women are gain- 
fully employed, said the report, and 
individual income tax returns indicate 
there are as many women millionaires 
as men.

Washington, March 23.—(A)—Ca- 
tastrophes in 17 states are claiming 
Red Cross emergency relief, a check- 
up at national headquarters showed 
today, the disasters varying from the 
southeastern floods that have made 
16.000 homeless to a dynamite explo- 
sion in a barn near Scribner, Neb., 
that killed several members of a vol- 
unteer fire department. 

The problems raised by the Kenloch 
mine disaster in which 46 or more 
were killed in Pennsylvania have been 
provided for by the establishment of 
a canteen for rescue workers, and 
medical care for stricken families. 

Through the ‘ocal organization, the 
Red Cross is caring for 300 families 
made refugees 
in the Big Horn river near Greybull, 
W voming.

FRENCH HERO, DIES 


March 


Paris, 23.—(P)—General 


“defender of Verdun” and former 
high commissioner in Syria, died to- 
day at the age of 73. 

Genera! Sarrail, who commanded the 
third French army at the first battle 
| of the Marne and was decorated with 


tenacity in holding Verdun and the 
noon, just three days after his chief 
Marshal Foch. 

The general had been jill for three 
weeks, suffering from liver trouble 
Which became serious on the very day 
that Marshal Foeh died. Today death 
for the second time visited the ranks 
of France's famous war-time leaders 
and General Sarrail died quietly with 
his wife at his bedside. 


General Sarrail, perhaps, was best 
known as “the man who bombarded 
Damascus,” and for his share in the 
Druse rebellion. 

His record before Verdun at the 
head of the third French army during 
the battle of the Marne and in 1917 
as commander-in-chief of the allied 
troops’ in the Balkans was over- 
shadowed before the world at large by 
his activities as French high commis- 
sioner to Syria in 1925. Even in 
* rance people spoke of him as “Sar- 
rail of Damascus.” 
| He acquired a liking for the politi- 
ae life while military commander of 
| the chamber of deputies from 1902 to 
| 1904. Since then he was prominent 
) in the councils of the radical party. 
_A staunch man of the “lefts,” he was 
twice candidate for parliament and 
| defeated both times. He was placed 
jon the retired list as a general of 
division by the nationalist government 
of (‘lemenceau in 1918. 

When the radical party came into 
power with Herriot in 1924, Sarrail 
was appointed high commissioner to 
Syria, replacing General Wevygand, 
whose policies were unaceeptable to 
the radicals. The new high commis- 
sioner, a free thinker, refused to at- 
tend the religious ceremony given in 
his honor at Beirut by the Catholic 
clergy of Syria and thereby incurred 
the enmity of that party. 

Catholics called to high posts and 
decorated with the cravat of the Le- 
_gion of Honor by Weygand were flung 
into jail by his successor and in some 
instances the cravat of the Legion of 
Honor around their necks was re- 
placed by a rope of hemp as they 
swung from the seaffolds. Syria soon 
/ was in turmoil, which developed into

ing greatly in the victory.” 

But his activities in politics and 
his close association with former Pre- 
mier Caillaux, who was under suspi- 
cion of trying to overthrow the re- 
publican regime at that time, caused 
Sarrail to be sent to the Balkans as 
commander-in-chief of the allied 
troops in December, 1916, 


Caused Revolt. 
As high commissioner of Syria, 


(Jeneral Sarrails refusal to receive 
the delegates of the Druses, asking for 
the removal of the governor of 
rebellion. Then came the. dis- 
aster to the column of General Mi- 
echand marching upon Soueida, when 
the French lost more than 2.000 killed, 
and the entire French army dispersed. 

Sarrail had made his headquarters 
in Damaseus and tried to smooth over

REVOLUTION IN CHINA 


Shanghai, China, March 24.—(Sun- 
day.)—(#)—The breach within the 
Chinese revolutionary forces growing 
out of the Hunan coup d'etat in Feb- 
ruary had reached the stage of civil 
war today. 

The nationalist government made

LAST HONORS PAID 
MELVILLE E. STONE 


Washington, March 25.—(#)—In 
the presence of a distinguished gath- 
ering of national and_= international 
figures, including the president and 
vice president of the United States, 
the ashes of Melville E. Stone, former 
general manager and co-founder of 
the Associated Press, were committed 
today to the crypt of Bethlehem chap- 
el in Washington cathedral. 

The final honors’ accorded the 
journalist were in recognition of his 
service in the advancement of nation- 
al and international journalism. The 
Episcopal burial service, simple but 
impressive, was conducted by the Rt. 
Rev. James E, Freeman, bishop of 
Washington, assisted by the Very 
Rev. G. C. F. Bratenahl, dean of 
Washington. The actual lowering of 
the ashes into the chapel vault was 
reserved for members of Mr. Stone’s 
immediate family and associates. 

President and Mrs. Hoover sat on 

the right side of the chapel during 
the ceremony. Behind them were Jus- 
tices Stone and Butler, of the gu- 
preme court; Vice President Curtis, 
the secretaries of state, treasury, in- 
terior and labor, the postmaster-gen- 
eral and attorney-general, and mem- 
bers of the senate and house. Ambas- 
sadors, ministers and other repre- 
sentatives of nearly a score of nations 
also were seated in this section. 
_ Qn the left side were Miss Elizabeth 
Stone, daughter of the journalist: a 
niece, two grandchildren, and Arthur 
8. Thompson, Mr. Stone’s secretary. 
Mrs. Stone was unable to leave her 
New York home.

Washington, March 23.—(?)—The 
senate patronage committee heard tes- 
timony today that Senator Blease, 
democrat, South Carolina, contributed 
$500 to the campaign funds of Joseph 
W. Tolbert, republican national com- 
mitteeman for that state, and that 
J. D. E. Meyer, federal district at- 
torney at Charleston, acted as the com- 
mitteeman’s collector. 

“Tolbert told me,” W. F. Brown, 
a Charleston contractor testified, “that 
he wanted Blease for district attor- 
ney, that Blease had contributed $500 


and that while governor he pardoned 
two of his cousins, one of whom, a 
man named Henderson, was postinas- 
ter at North Charleston.” 

In a statement issued at Anderson, 
S. C., Blease, however, denied the 
charge, declaring that he had never 
heard of Brown, and that his infor- 
mation was a ‘lie made out of the 
whole cloth.” 

E. Murray Benson, of Charleston, 
who organized Smith clubs in the 
last campaign, testiifed that he and 
Brown met Blease in the lobby of a 
Columbia, S. C., hotel a week ago. 

“Why did you indorse Tolbert to 
President Hoover,” Benson said he 
asked Blease. 

“I indorsed him then, and I will 
continue to indorse him as long as 
he lives,” Benson quoted Blease as 
replying. 

A charge that Meyer was paid $50 
for a postmastership appointment was 
made by Walter C. Thiele, of Jack- 
sonboro, S. C., who said that his wife 
applied for reinstatement as postmis- 
tress there and got the appointment 
a week after the money was paid. 
His testimony was corroborated by 
Brown and T. P. Johnson, Mrs. 
Thiele’s father. 

‘Negroes in South Carolina,’ Ben- 
son said, “would be willing to step 
down if decent white people would 
take charge of the republican organ- 
ization.” If they did. he added, the 
state would be on a “50-50” basis as 
between republicans and democrats. 
Johnson, who said he was a_ repub- 
lican, declared that he voted for Smith 
in the last election because he 
‘“couldn’t stand the republican organ- 
ization in South Carolina.’

since September, 1888, clear skies 
which followed the downpour will con- 
tinue to be in evidence today, accom- 
panied by the same balmy tempera- 
tures, according to the forecast of C.

Many Records Fall. 

Rain records galore have been es- 
tablished by the unusually heavy pre- 
cipitation in this vicinity since the 
tirst of the year. Precipitation in 
January was slightly bclow the nor- 
mal amount but February almost dou- 
bled its normal amount and this much 
of March has produced nearly three 
times the average. A search of weath- 
er bureau records reveals that not 
since 1881 has such a large amount 
of precipitation been recorded in the 
first three months of the year and 
3.25 more inches between now and 
April 1 would shatter this record as 
well. Only 2.82 inches more would be 
necessary to break the record for the 
wettest month in Atlanta’s history, 
which is January, 1883, when 15.82 
inches were recorded.

“Automotive engineers have striven 
for years to eliminate all tendency of 
vibration in metor cars, according tu

Three years ago neuritis put on the shelf the world’s champion bag 
puncher, Henry Stark. But now with the use of his limbs again he 
is planning a comeback to regain the honors he held from 1898 to 
1926. He is said to be the only man able to perform “the 38” move- 
ments of bag punching. 

He taught Theodore Roosevelt to punch the bag. Later at Toledo 
he taught Jack Dempsey the art. 

“Dempsey was one of the clumsiest pupils I ever had,” said Stark. 
“But he had pep and dexterity and soon learned.” 

He won the national title in New York in 1898 and then went to 
England and won the world’s title. There has been no other cham- 
pion to share the honors with.

Prague Congress in April 

Will Take Up Report 
of International Radio 
Union. 


Geneva, March 23.—(/)—With 
European fans steadily’ increasing, 
broadcast enthusiasts are looking for- 
ward with professional interest to the 
Prague congress of April which will 
revise European wavelengths. 

The international broadcasting 
union, with headquarters at Gene- 
va, has made a preliminarv study of 
the wavelength question. It will be 
submitted to the Prague conference. 

The study has been confined to 
Europe, as far as Stamboul, but does 
not include Russia, which is not af- 
filiated with the union. Neverthe- 
less, the Russian situation has to be 
taken into considetration because of 
the contiguity of European Russia 
and the ever-present complication of 


conflict of wavelengths. 

Not including France, some 36.- 
000,000 people in Europe listen to 
the programs sponsored by the broad- 
casting union. About 9,000,000 homes 
have “licensed” receivers. Only re- 
cently, Germany has surpassed Great 
Britain in total listeners. Officials 
here say that 2,635,000 German homes 
are paying 24 marks a year for broad- 
cast service. The British total is 
about 10,000 under this number. 

For its population, Denmark has 
the highest percentage of sets. The 
greatest recent advance has been made 
in Austria and Hungary, with Czecho- 
slovakia a close third. Some 3,000 
miles of telephone wire are employed 
for nightly broadeasting of programs 
to the most northern points of the 
Scandinavian peninsula. 

Broadcasting officials are particu- 
larly proud of the recent broadeast 
of narratives of the winter sports 
from the Swiss mountain resort of 
Davos, Switzerland, to Oslo, Nor- 
way. The Norwegians wanted a spe- 
cial service on these sports. 

The educational use of radio in 
England is attracting the attention 
of the union officials, who are plan- 
ning an extension of this service in 
other countries. 

Five thousand schools in Great Brit- 
ain are equipped with radio sets. 
Every afternoon they receive lectures 
on subjects connected with the sehool 
curriculum. At night England has 
a series of talks given by the British 
Broadcasting corporation in conjune- 
tion with the British educational au- 
thorities. The British corporation re- 
cently decided to have three radio lec- 
tures a year by the most notable men 
of the empire. The _  poet-laureate 
Bridgeman and Lord Balfour will give 


the first of the lectures.

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Farmers Who Prosper 
In Spite of Prevalent 
Agricultural Adversity 


Editor Constitution: This may be 
of interest and suggest an idea to the 
'farmers starved out by the boll weevil 
‘and land owners of Georgia who have 
‘seen their productive, profitable lands 
‘deserted to become a heavy liability 
‘instead of a splendid asset. 

In this territory adjacent to the 
intersection of Jones, Jasper and Vut- 
nam counties the cow and hog have 
brought prosperity to the farmers who 
abandoned planting cotton and turned 
their efforts to ra sing grain, hay and 
stock. The section is almost deserted. 
More than 50,000 acres of idle farm 
‘lands surround the place from where 
I write. 

The migration of the citizens began 
after the first year of the boll weevil 
and continued up to two years ago. 
The whites went to the nearby cities, 
the negroes largely to the middle west. 
Desolation and decay haunt the public 
and private reads. A thousand or 
more abandoned farm houses are rot- 
ting and falling down, growths in the 
yards and fields mark the time since 
the premises were occupied. The few 
farmers that are left no longer try to 
raise cotton, but have turned to the 
cow and the hog. The hen plays 
only the part of by-gone days, raised 
around the yard but not commercially 
more than the sale of eggs and chicks 
when the supply is greater than home 
consumption,

America. At Valparaiso he found the first 
Spanish ship he had sighted in American 
waters. She was at anchor, and weil laden 
wiih treasure. Her captain no more ex- 
pected to be boarded by an English pirate 
than by the devil himself, for no Spaniard 
in America dreamed of the possible pres 
ence of an English ship on-the westerm 
coast. Drake took out of the Grand Cap- 
tain, as she was called, sixty thousand gold 
pesos, many jewels and much merchandise, 
including 1,770° jars of chili wine. 

Drake then took a shore party into the 
little town, from which all inhabitants fled, 
and plundered the church of its silver altar 
vessels and altar cloth, and, stopping in 
the deserted houses to gather bacon, wine 
and other refreshments for the crew. They 
‘ook the Grand Captain with them wher 
they sailed on up the coast, but later aban- 
doned her on account of her slow pace, 


north along the Pacific 


This treasure came easily, but the next 
capture was still easier. A Spaniard was 
found asleep on the short, with thirteen 
bars of silver beside him! Next,:a train of 
llamas, loaded down with silver, was cap- 
tured. The loot was flowing in. 

In the port of Arica, a peaceful place 
wherein no hint of future disputes about 
boundaries had ever bi¢n sensed, Drake 
looted three small vessels, and then sailed 
for Lima. 

A whole fleet of Spanish ships was taken 
at Callao, the port of Lima. The loot 
however, was not great, considering the 
number of ships. Only one Fnelishmarm 
was killed. 

Drake now set out in hot pursuit of the 
Cacaiuego, a Spanish treasure ship, re 
ported on her way to Panama. He over- 
took the vessel after many days and nights 
of hard sailing and rowing, and gained 
easily, since the Spaniards were unarmed, 
an immense treasure in pure gold and sik 
ver bars and plate.

ORN with pain and weak from

It was through him that I learned of a 
roommate, and it was in company with him 
that I first met Sherlock Holmes, with 
whom I soon took up rooms. We found him 
fm the chemical laboratory of the hospital. 
This was a lofty chamber lined and lit- 
tered with countless bottles. There was 
enmly one student in the room—this Sher- 
lock Holmes—and he turned to us with a 
ery of triumph. 

“I’ve found it! I've found it!” he shout- 
ed. “I have found a regeant which is pre- 
cipitated by haemoglobin and by nothing 
else. He scarcely noticed our introduc- 
tion and went on to demonstrate the test. 

Indeed, that was quite descriptive of the 
character of Sherlock Holmes. At the end 
ef a week as his roommate I made a chart 
@f his characteristics, rather a _ foolish 
thing, but it illustrated his character. I 
read it:

When Nine Men of the S. S. America Recently Manned a Tiny Life Boat and Staked Their Lives 
Against the Atlantic s Fury the World Hailed Their Courage. What Is Courage Any- 
way? Here It Is Defined By Some of Our Present Day Heroes

SAW a man drop down and die 
Seas from the heat in a steel mill. He 

_ had only three minutes left of a 
ST § twelve-hour day and he wanted to 
finish his job. We carried him to the first 
aid hospital, stripped him, poured cold wa- 
ter over his body out of a hose. His heart 
leaped under the skin like lava under the 
crust of the earth. Then it was still. I 
suppose he was buried by a lodge, perhaps 
with a band. I did not know his name. 
Men were numbers. 

Was it courage? Vanity? 
spiritual or moral action? He could not 
have told you. He wanted to finish his 
job; wanted to be known as a “good” man 
who could stand up to the heat without 
asking for help. I know the feeling. You 
go into the mill with the fierce determina- 
tion not to come out until the whistle 
blows—unless you are carried out. It's the 
thought that some people carry into war, 
sport, adventure, their jobs, or the most 
commonplace conflict of ideas. We admire 
it; for want of a better name we call it 
courage; but, like so many other apparent- 
ly simple words, it eludes definition. 


One afternoon downtown New York sud- 
denly became transformed from a_ busi- 
mess center to a battleground, as though a 
movie company had taken charge and a 
great director had bellowed for action. 

The courtyard of the Tombs blazed with 
barking guns. Gunmen were breaking jail. 
Stenographers and bookkeepers left their 
columns of figures to watch the ricocheting 
of lead. A prisoner turned his gun upon 
them and they fled. He laughed and re- 
sumed his battle with prison guards and 
police. War was fought in the heart of 
New York for fifteen minutes: war—with 
the convicts intrenched and the officers of 


the law protecting themselves behind bar- 
ricades. 


The gate opened. One officer waiked 
slowly toward the two remaining gunmen, 
Sheltered in a guardhouse. They shot it 
out on. those lines. The gunmen turned 
their shots upon themselves,

The lone cop was Johnny Boderick, lieu- 
tenant in charge of the gang squad and 
head of the strong-arm squad which keeps 
peace in Madison Square Garden. The 
tales of this young fellow’s achievements 
are legendary. He is the most feared man 
among the denizens of the underworld. As 
a rookie he rescued a man from a burn- 
ing building. He fights with his fists, with 
his blackjack, or his gun. Some people 
say he is just a bully; but most will admit 
that JoJhnny Boderick has “guts.” How 
does he define courage? When I asked 
him he laughed. 


“I don't claim to have any ‘guts,” he 
said. “I don’t seem to have any fear. When 
I walked into the Tombs to get those fel- 
lows I never thought of getting hurt— 
it was just my duty to go in there and get 
them. It’s the same way with gangsters 
outside. If I see a load of them in a car 
on the street I like to grab them, pull them 
out and frisk them.” 


There are tales that Broderick is a mark- 
ed man—that the gangsters are merely 
Waiting their time. Is he worried? 


“I never think of that,’ he answered. 
“If I did I might go crazy. I let them do 
the worrying about what I'm going to do.” 

Yet Johnny Broderick was broken once, 
emotionally unfit for work for several 
days. It was when his baby girl was taken 
ill suddenly and rushed to a hospital, 
where her life was in danger for a week. 
The bully of the underworld cried like a 
baby in the corridors. 

What about the gunmen? They con- 
sciously challenge the power of society and 
Willingly take the losing side. Human life 
is no more important to some of them 
than the life of a cat. They will shoot a 
man who protects his property, turn their 
weapons upon themselves or their pals with 
little justification, take the long chance of 
shooting their way out to freedom or 
bump off a cop who wants them. Do they 
have courage? 

A young man from the lower East Side 
ef New York, a schoolmate and still a pal 


of the present crop of gunmen, describes 
them: 

“Most of them are young fellows who 
think it is easier to do a stickup job than 
to work. They start to carry guns very 
early because they think it is manly and 
use them without regard for human life 
because they usually ‘hit the pipe’ before 
going out on a job. 


“Tf one of them ever sticks you up, do 
what he says, because the chances are he 
is under the influence of dope and holds 
no regard whatever for your life or his 
own.” 

The stadium is overflowing with human- 
ity. It is a tense moment in a ball game. 
A pitcher and a batter are engaged in a 
battle of wits, wills and muscles—a battle 
old as mankind, although now in the guise 
of entertaining sport. The ball zooms to- 
ward the plate. The quick swish of a bat 
and—c-r-r-ack!—-the ball is headed for the 
faraway bleachers. People rise and shout 
in ecstasy, throw their hats upon the field, 
lose themselves in delight. The Babe hts 
hit one. A national phenomenon has oc- 
curred. 


Quite a fellow, this hulking chap with 
broad shoulders, flat nose and thin an- 
kles who trudges around the bases, doffs 
his cap graciously at the plate and walks 
to the Yankee dugout. He has the prime 
attribute of courage—he comes through in 
the pinches. When the pressure is great- 
est he crashes through with his most 
spectacular deeds. Twice has the Babe 
made three home runs in a world series 
game. Ruth has the competitive spirit. 

Science has a word of explanation for 
the Babe. Psychologists put him through 
a series of tests and found that he was, 
physically and nervously, 30 per cent more 
efficient in action than the average per- 
son. His eves are 12 per cent, his ears 10 
per cent and his brain 10 per cent quicker 
than the average in receiving perceptions 
of the senses. His nerves are steadier than 
those of 499 out of 500 people. 

Babe was consuming one of his stu- 


pendous meals when I asked for his defi- | 


nition of courage. The idea intrig.:? him. 
He ruminated as he masticated at.d tnen 
expatiated at length: 


“Don’t be afraid of anything as long as 
you've got a chance and always give the 
other guy an even break. 


“There are five times as many people 
without ‘guts’ as with ‘em. You can jJook 
at @ man and see if he has ‘guts,’ although 
you get fooled once'in a while. 


“Maybe experience and confidence help 
some, but ‘guts’ have to be born with a 
guy. Confidence is far from being the 
same thing. After you get licked eighteen 
times by the same guy you won't have 
much confidence any more, but you'll come 
back and battle him again and win be- 
cause wou ll make him quit. 

“Any guy who has any kind of ‘guts’ 
will have all kinds. He'll save a kid from 
a burning building, rescue somebody from 
drowning, fight a guy bigger than him or 
who has licked him—do anything at all, 
provided he has a chance. A fellow who 
wont give you a chance or who will use 
weapons is a coward. That goes for hittle 
guys against big ones, too—little guys eught 
to use common sense enough to keep out 
of arguments with big fellows.” | 

Babe speaks from personal experience. 
In his diamond career he has mixed it 
with big ones like Ty Cobb and little ones 
hke Jimmy Dykes. Babe doesn’t win al! 
of his fistic arguments, but he always tries 
and is always willing to try again—as long 
aS he has'a chance.

He flashed upon the popular 
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came back to win that most thrilling of 
modern ring battles out of his head—fight- 
ing from instinct. At Philadelphia he was 
cut mercilessly by Gene Tunney, but kept 
coming in for his beating. 


At Chicago, while the world gasped, the 
old champion made his final charge, bat- 
tered his young tormentor to the floor and 
into unconsciousness and failed to regain 
his title only because of his animal excite- 
ment, which made him so anxious for the 
kill that he forget a rule previously agreed 
upon. 


No fighting man since John L. Sullivan 
has enjoyed the loyalty of the masculine 
public in the degree that Dempsey has. To 
many he is still the champion. His courage 
is the magnet. While we were awaiting 
the verdict in his suit with Jack Kearns I 
asked Jack for his definition. 

“Ambition,” he said, without hesitation. 
And he made his’ peculiar’ definition 
stand up. 


“There must be a fighting instinct-——-the 
thing which makes you face any test, 
whether it’s strange or familiar, when you 
think you should face it. Don't confuse 
nervousness with cowardice—a man may 
be nervous before the bell rings but settle 
down after he gets started. Then experi- 
ence and confidence have something to do 
with it: a man who has faced a thing and 
beaten it gets confidence; he figures he’s 
been through it once and can do it again. 

“But there’s got to be something more 
than fighting instinct and  confidence— 
you've got to have the ambition to go out 
and do the thing; and there has to be a 
reason for the ambition. 

“Suppose I went into.a room full of, say, 
wildcats, just to prove I was game; I'd only 
be proving I was crazy. But suppose my 
wife or mother were in there—then I'd 
have ambition to go in and get them, and 
that would be courage. All kinds of cour- 
age are not the same. I might be brave 
at one thing and a baby at something 
else.”’

OME years ago a French war 
nurse married an American sol- 
dier whom she had nursed in a 
hospital. It wa a war romance 
and it had the sort of happy ending we 
so often find in fiction, but not being fic- 
tion, the story did not end with the be- 
trothal kiss. Ten years after the happy 
ending of the romance in France, fate 
wrote some more chapters—and the wom- 
an was branded as the slayer of another 
man, her lover. 

Marlyse Maye denied that she had killed 
Andrew Devola. According to one account 
she gave the police, Devola shot her and 
then killed himself. According to the story 
she related on the witness stand, a stranger 
had come into her apartment and shot 
them both. This was after the state had 
shown that Devola could not possibly have 
fired seven shots into his body when any 
ome of four of these shots would have kill- 
ed him instantly. 

Marlyse spent months in a hospital be- 
fore she went on trial. She was still an 
invalid when she entered court’ to fight 
for her freedom.

Tragic indeed is this story of Marlyse 
Maye, bride at fifteen and at 
twenty-seven defendant in a trial 
for murden Tragic, too, is the 
incidental story of her husband, 
Adam Maye. [Ill health, the re- 
sult of the war, caused him to 
absent himself from his tempest- 
wous wife. He left her in the 
eare of his best friend, Andrew 
Devola. And Devola betrayed him. 

As for Devola, we cannot tell 
all his side of the story, since he 
ls no longer among the living: 
One can believe that he was tor- 
tured by his conscience and made 
some attempt to break the spell 
under which he had fallen. In- 
deed, it was the police theory that 
he did try to break this spell and 
that the woman killed him be- 
eause of it. 

The story as she told it on th 
witness stand was that she mar- 
ried Maye when she was 15—the 
state held she was several years 
older than this—and that after 
she and her husband returned to 
this country he became ill as th» 
result of having been badly 
gassed, and she went to work. 
She became a designer of dresses, 
working for a firm on Seventh 
avenue, Manhattan. Eventually 
she made as much as $135 a week 
and commissions of 2 per cent, 
with a small business of her own 
besides. 

Then Devola, handsome young 
real estate man, entered the 
ecene. The Mayes saw a lot of 
him. He was several years 
younger than Marlyse, a_ gay, 
healthy, active man—dquite a dif- 
ferent sort of person from May) $2 
whom the war had hurt so griev- om 
ously. The three of them had 


many good times together. , Jes 


But presently there were but two of them 
to have good times, for Maye's illness took 
@ turn for the worse and in a desperate 
effort to get well he went to Vichy, France, 
to stay with his wife’s people for a while. 
Before he left he asked Devola to keep an 
eye on Marlyse. After all, she was a 
French girl, still something of a stranger 
in New York, and might eet lonely 
depressed. 

Devola promised. Very likely it was an 
honest premise. Very likely Devola had 
the best intentions in the world at the time 
his friend sailed for France. But the sit- 
uation and his own susceptibility overcame 
him and he became the woman's }over. We 
cannot say which of the two was at fault 
for this — whether she overcame his 
scruples or whether he overcame hers. 

And thus fate sowed the seeds of mur- 
era 

The tragedy occurred November 12, 1927, 
in the woman's apartmem at 1477 Town- 
send avenue, Bronx. FEiebt 
fired, but the neighbors heard none of 
them.

And with that, she declared, he began 
to “shoot, shoot. shoot.” 

Thereafter for months, Marlyse remain- 
ed in the hospital, too weak to enter court 
and face trial. Her sad-eyed husband re- 
turned from France and hired a lawyer for 
her, saying he had entire faith in her in- 
nocence. Late in February she was carried 
into Morrisania court to answer a charge 
of homicide and was carried back to the 
hospital. She was indicted in April. 

But not for more than a year after the 
tragedy was she sufficiently recovered to 
go on trial. 

The proceedings opened before Judge 
Albert Cohn in Bronx county court No- 
vember 30, 1928. The defendant, whose 
legs appeared to be paralyzed, had to be 
carried into court. Her counsel were for- 
mer Magistrate Delagi and William P. 
Thomas. The prosecution was in charge of 
Assistant District Attorney Israel Alder- 
man.

Was it possible that the robbery and the 
shooting had some connection?

The woman in the hospital, after many 
hours of delirium, slowly recovered con- 
sciousness.

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HE movetient that was inl- 

tiated in Irish literaturs 

thirty years ago is being 
repeated in Irish painting: the 
collection of pictures to be shown 
in the exhibition which will open 
on the twenty-fifth of this month 
at the Helen Hackett gallery in 
New York lets us see that Irish 
painters have discovered a signifi- 
cance in their own countryside, in 
their own folk. 

It was this discovery that 
brought about the literary move- 
‘ment. I do not want to imply that 
the painters have made the dis- 
covery only just now: twenty-five 
years ago we had Jack B. Yeats 
giving us types out of that great 
procession of national characters 
which he has painted and drawn— 
tinkers, tailors, soldiers, sailors, 
begger-men, men on horseback. 

Jack B. Yeats is not showing in 
this exhibition, ard his absence is 
a great loss. I understand that he 
contemplates a one-man exhibit in 
New York next year, and he is 
holding his new pictures for it. 
Twenty-five years ago Jack B. 
Yeats was the only painter in Ire- 
land whose pictures were equiva- 
lent to the poems and plays that 
were being written at the time out 
of a feeling for the Irish country- 
side, and the Irish folk. Now we 
know that he has colleagues. 

The pictures to be shown here 
are nearly all by young painters. 

Not all, however. We have “AE.” 
and the president of the Hibernian 
Academy, Dermod O’Brien, repre- 
sented. But all these painters are 
individual, and the work. of the 
younger painters are to be con- 
trasted not only with their eld- 
ers, but with one another's. 

On this side “A E.” is thought 
of as a poet and a philosopher, not 
as a painter. But he has pa.nted 
all his life—or at least as long as 
he has been writing. In Ireland 
none of the other painters have 
as good sale for their pictures as 
he has. He paints all day when he 
is in the country. And when you 
push open his hall door in Dublin 
on a Sunday evening when he is 
at home, you will find him in 
rooms that have dozens of pictures 
which he has recently painted. 

I have heard more illuminating 
talk about "ictures from him than 
from any other man. His favorite 
painters, I think, are Millet and 
Montecello. With his enthusiasm 
for bright color and with his mind 
always teeming with imaginative 
conceptions “A. E.,” I have often 
thought, would have made a splen- 
did decorator. And on the walls 
of his zditorial rooms in Dublin he 
has made enchanting decorations 
—plumed maidens and _ strange 
bright birds and great flowers. 

Last year in Dublin, when I was 
sitting in the café of the Shel- 
burne Hotel looking at its bare 
walls I could not help saying 'to 
James Stephens, who was with me, 
“What a pity that this manage- 
ment will never have imagination 
enough to ask ‘A. E.’ to decorate 
these walls for them!”

This volume is one of the notable con- 
tributions of 1928 to religious literature. 
The very first sen- 
tence is arresting, 
“Christianity began 
with three great in- 
heritances: A hope, a 
song, and a law.” 

The closing para- 
graph illustrates the 
author’s continuity of 
thought: “Christian- 
~ity will have as its 
support the protest 
will not be silenced, of 
human folk who be- 
lieve themselves cre- 
ated for a high Spir- 
itual destiny, against 
sciences and philoso- 
phies which see in our 
humanity nothing but 
transient aspects of 
matter and force. It 
began aS an answer 
to hope, a response to a need. As long as 
hope and need endure, humanity will re- 
spond to its appeal. It is not conditioned 
by sciences and philosophies; it is condi- 
tioned by two things only, man’s pro- 
foundest need and the supremest response 
that need has ever received. It has made 
its past out of the combinatiun of just 
these two elements; it will make its far 
future in exactly the same way.” 


In the intervening pages the author in- 
terprets the “Creative mind of Christ” and 
how this mind only reached the world col- 
ored by the minds who do not fully un- 
derstand what they reported. 

Dr. Atkins writes: “The church substi- 
tuted a mind about Christ for the mind 
of Christ and tested discipleship by the 
subtletics of Greek creeds rather than by 
the Christian spirit and the Christian way 
—His mind has been lost in sacraments 
which hardened down into form, obscured 
im mystic experiences detached from the 
practical realities of life.” 


The original creativeness of Jesus is 
manifest in his interpretation of the cen- 
tral idea of the kingdom, his conception 
of the nature and comprehensiveness of 
the kingdom. 

The author traces through the centuries 
ef the history of the Christian church the 
imperfect understanding and even the per- 
verted ideas of the mind of Christ. 


THE HISTORY OF RELIGION IN THE 
UNITED STATES. By Professor Henry K. 
Rewe. New York. The Macmillan Co 
Price, $1.75. 

This volume includes the salient features 
of the history of religion from the time 
that Roman Catholic and Protestant 
churchmen “explored and exploited” the 
new continent. It was a mixed motive that 
brought the early settlers to America, but 
in this mixture, religion was by no means 
an inferior element. 

It was a mixed religious affair in this 
early period of our country’s history. The 
distinct denominational cleavage is seen in 
the rival bodies of Roman Catholics, An- 
glicans, Puritans, Quakers and Lutherans. 

There comes later additional elements in 
Une religious ferment in the aggressiveness 
ot the Baptists, the liberalism of Uni- 
fartans, and several minor groups. The 
controversy rages between Arminianism 
and Calvinism. Thomas Jefferson was the 
principal factor in securing religious free- 
dom. Voluntarism took the place of coer- 
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cion, which is the only principle in har- 
many with a republican’ government. 

The three consequences of religious itb- 
erty were voluntarism, democracy and de- 
nominationalism, and there may be added 
as a fourth consequence evangelism. § If 
men were not to be coerced into religion, 
it becomes necessary to persuade them. 

Revivals of religion followed the preach- 
ing of Jonathan Edwards, George White- 
field and the Methodist preachers. 

The author says of these early Meth- 
odist preachers, “They introduced a vital 
regilion to the working people, which Puri- 
tanism had failed to do.” 

The Revolutionary war, as all wars, had 
an unfortunate reaction on the religious 
interest of the American people. 

The Methodists and Baptists were the 
leading churches in the work of evangeli- 
zation. Prominent in frontier and foreign 
missionary zeal were the Baptists, Presby- 
terians, and Methodists. The Wesleyan 
movement first supplied the humanitarian 
impulse, and the Quakers in proportion to 
their numbers made the largest contribu- 
tion to adventures in altruism. Time fails 
to describe the valuable service of the 
Congregational and Disciples’ church, the 
Universalists, and the Vagaries of the 
Shakers, Spiritualists, Christian Scientists, 
and Adventists. The reader finds in this 
volume a fair and illuminating account of 
the development of doctrine, ecclesiastical 
polity and the numerous criss-cross relig- 
ious currents.

aration. The author of this volume in the 
introduction enters into the synoptic prob- 
lem and gives the distinct peculiarities 
which belong to the Gospel of Matthew. 


Matthew regards Jesus from the two- 
fold viewpoint of his Messiasic function 
and his Eschatological ideas. Aside from 
the introductions the entire volume is de- 
voted to the exposition of the Gospel. The 
expressed purpose of the author is to get 
at the original meaning of the words of 
the text and what these words originally 
meant to those who first heard them. The 
readers have perfect liberty to disagree 
with the translation in its departure from 
the authorized version, but doubtless in 
the main this newer translation is in 
reality older, since it has access to older 
manuscripts. 

I am not convinced, however, that “The 
Realm of Heaven” is an improvement on 
“The Kingdom of Heaven.”

= EARLY every day some _ reader 
writes in alarm to inform me that 
just as he was about to down his 
first nip of iodin he happened to 


scrutinize the label and there 


in unmis- 


takable type was the horrible warning 
“POISON!” Will I kindly explain this 
grim joke. 


The explanation is difficult. 
that iodin, or 
spelled, 


The notion 
iodine as it was formerly 
is poisonous is just one of those 
quaint theories that were born away back 
in the antiquity of medicine or pharmacy 
and survive in popular fancy because no- 
body bothers to disabuse the public or the 
old time doctors or pharmacists. The cus- 
tom of printing poison labels and affixing 


them to the iodin vial has become fixed 
and traditional. and I can tell you it is 
a thankless and indeed a foolish’ task 


smashing traditions. 


Inveterate readers will inevitably recall 
any number of news items in which the 
trusty old tincture of iodin bottle supplied 
the poison. But here is a curious obser- 
vation about these everyday, one might 
say, Vulgar, poisoning cases: I have been 
keeping tabs on them for several years, 
following up such reports as I could, and 
in no instance have I discovered a clean 
success to credit to the iodin. Every at- 
tempt to get out of it via the iodin route 
proves a sorry failure, though it does un- 
questionably make a great-to-do and often 
exceeding miserable as well as chagrined. 
Indeed, some druggists defend the practice 
of pasting a PIOSON label on the iodin 
vial by maintaining that this gives the 
rash, the hasty, the hysterical, the intox- 
icated and the mentally aberrant individ- 
ual a comparatively harmless substitute for 
real poison wherwith to stage his act. The 
public stands aghast at the idea of swal- 
lowing iodin just as it does at the idea of 
swallowing bona fide poisons; and that’s 
not an invalid argument, either. 


Symptoms, singly or in combinations, 
probably mean less to a doctor than to 
anybody else. The doctor knows how mis-

the same time it produced the necessary 
revenue for the government with the least 
hardship to business.

I urged 
folk who happen to find themselves sub- 
ject to these symptoms to make sure of 
getting their iodin ration. 


Well, might as well be hung for a sheep 
as a lamb. Today, brethren and sistern, 
true to my role as a beaming, blooming 
quack, I am going to add another symptom 
to the set, and this one, added to what 
you've already got, will, I confidently ex- 
pect, bowl over a lot of readers who have 
been dallying along with the other symp- 
toms and wondering whether there’s a 
catch in it somewhere. But before I di- 
vulge this, I earnestly suggest that you 
endeavor to relax and take it quietly and 
calmly, that is, if you have the other 
symptoms all pat. 


If, in addition to the dire 
and gloomerous. symptoms already mor- 
bidicated your mirror, the tailor, your wife, 
or some cat hints that you are getting 
kinda flabby, and on careful introspection 
you realize with a bitter pang in the neck 
that ‘tis true and pity ‘tis ‘tis true that 
vour hair is becoming father thin and life- 
less, dry and falling, 4ves, and flecked here 
and there with silver threads among the 
henna or what have you, and you so young 
and all, well, in that case, I should cor- 
dially commend to your consideration the 
rejuvenating influence, if any, of @ suit- 
able iodin ration.

Disarming though he be in the presence 
of the ubiquitous Congressional committee,

other factors deterring timid folk from 
getting their iodin ration.

examined at all, much less studied. We 
do not find real students of the question 
so nonchalantly jumping to a conclusion; 
on the contrary, the preponderance of 
opinion among real authorities is that an 
adequate supply of iodin in food, water, 
medicine or even the air near the sea, is 
essential for the prevention of goiter, be it 
the simple goiter so prevalent among school 
children, or the exophthalmic type which 
manifests itself in other ways than swell- 
ing or enlargement of the neck, as a rule, 


If any reader gathers from this com- 
ment that I think iodin is a remedy for 
any of the symptoms mentioned above, I 
shall regret the impulse that led me te 
talk about the matter. If any reader as- 
sumes that I believe iodin will restore the 
pristine color to gray hair or bring back 
youth to anybody, I shall be more cautious 
next time. 


I do believe and teach that a suitable 
iodin ration postpones the graying of one’s 
hair, the encroachment of senility or pre- 
mature maturity, if you prefer, and I de 
Say it helps to keep adults from going stale 
and to prevent young persons from de 
veloping goiter.
